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Rrecune lie tre forraticn ef the fovernréent, called it "a Comrunis st-sponsored 
Trrer Yoreelian Autonerovs Government®, The broadcast also said, according to 
the China Fress of 12 May 1947, that "yhe in tis inaugural sreech asic that the 
establishrent of the autonomous government is a "prelirinary victory’ for the 
Inrer Vorgolian moverent for self rovernment, achieved with the assistance of the 
Chinese Corrunists." The Chinese Commund st representative CHANG Pling-hua, 
accoréing to the recio, assured the Inrer Norgolians that the Corrunists "firely 
espouse the cause cf racial autonomy and will help bring about emancipation of 
the Mongolian race" ,)
